Affairs do go oddly in this world. 


Tfc« other day there was a railroad dis- 
aster in New Jersey, whereby »*»eiml 
persons were badly hurt, but only one, 
as it turned out, fatally. 
He was a 


young man of singularly industrious 
habits and of a most unselfish charac- 
ter.

and mot her and two sisters wholly de- 
pended for their support. It was the 
ambition of this young man to give to 
his mother a deed of the house which 
the family occupied.

He had been 
in one place ot service and trust for 
eight years, and only life and time 
seemed to be needed to enable him 
finally to secure the end toward which 
all his energies were bent.

was the only'one killed. Sitting in the 
seat with him at the time of the crash 
was a man who has said since that he 
thought he was ready to die and that 
no one would have suffered by his 
death, or, according to his own perhaps 
excessive modesty, missed him. This 
man was not even scratched, while his 
I'cllow occupant of the same seat, about 
whose life so many interests were link- 
eJ, was so hurt about the head that 
even hi? remarkable natural strength 
gave no hope from the first that he 
uould survive.

The 
following brief sketch of hie career 
will ba interesting in Ibis connection : 
Robert Todd Lincoln, the only surviv- 
ing child of Abraham Lincoln, is 37 
years of age. He waa born in 1843 at 
Springfield, III. He fitted for college 
at Phillips Academy, Enter, N. H. 
He entered Harvard College, graduating 
in the summer of 1864. 
The war was

tered the army, taking a place on the 
staff of Gen. Grant, with the rank of 
Captain. He served in Virginia through 
the remainder of the war, and was 
present at the surrender of Appommat- 
to*. He then entered the Harvard 
Law School at Cambridge, and pursued 
the study of law. Completing bis law 
studies, he came to Chicago, and short- 
ly afteward was admitted to tbe Illinois 
bar. In 1872 he became the law part- 
ner of Edward 6. Isham, with whom he 
has remained ever ainoe. Politically 
he has always been a stanch and rather 
rigid Republican.
